August Blehle was born in Cleveland in 1885. Biehle apprenticed with 
his father as a decorator at Rohrheimer Brooks, Inc. Together they 
painted interiors of homes of prominent persons in Cleveland, Chicago, 
and Cincinnati. In 1903, Biehle traveled to Paris and the Kunst 
Gewerbe Schule in Munich to study art. On his return to Cleveland 
in 1905, he worked for Sherwin-Williams and then formed his own 
decorating company. He later returned to Germany and studied at 
the Royal Academy in Munich. When Biehle returned to Cleveland, 
mass-produced wallpaper was in vogue and eliminated the demand for 
skilled artisans of his type. He turned to lithography and produced 
posters and program covers for the Cleveland Playhouse. He was a 
prominent Cleveland painter frequently exhibiting at the May Show 
and was included in the 50th anniversary exhibition at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art. In 1975, the Education Department of the Museum 
selected his work as part of "A Study in Regional Art 11 . Biehle 
painted for 70 years and died on February 9, 1979.

Mr. Biehle was a prodigious painter 
• of portraits, still lifes and landscapes. 

He became a member of the "Cleveland 
School’’ a group of local painters in¬ 
cluding Henry Keller, Frank Wilcox, 
George Adomeit and Paul Travis. They 
painted together in summers. 

Mr. Biehle’s paintings were regularly 
selected for the May Show and frequently 
earned prizes. After exhibiting at 25 May 
shows, the Cleveland Museum of Art 
awarded Mr. Biehle Emeritus Nonjury En¬ 
trant status. He continued to exhibit until 
two years ago. • 

The Cleveland Museum of Art selected 
his work for inclusion in its 50th anniver¬ 
sary exhibition. I n 197 5. when the mu¬ 
seum’s department of education and art 
history presented a show called "A Study 
in Regional Art,” some of his paintings 
were displayed;— 

In the 1920s and 1930s, Mr. Biehle 
spent time painting landmarks in the Ger¬ 
man separatist community, Zoar, in Tus¬ 
carawas County. Some of them were used 
to illustrate Sunday magazine articles in 
The Plain Dealer. 


Mr. Biehle is survived by his wife, 
Mary; daughters, Marie Scott and Reta 
Alder; a son, Frederick; 10 grandchildren
